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PREFACE TO THE REVISED EDITION. 



Tbisi little work is the third in a series of books 
prepared by the author for the use of Sabbath-schools. 
'* Thd Little Moralist " is designed for small children. 
« The. Gospel Lessons " is designed for the use of 
those who have mastered the first book. " The 
Assistant " is for higher classes, or more advanced 
scholars, and fo^ Bible classes. The design of it is 
to present the fife and teachings of the Saviour, in 
the same order they would have been had all that is 
recorded by the Evapgelists been composed method- 
cally by one writer. To accomplish i;his design, the 
four Gospels have been carefully compared with each 
other, and all the different discourses of our Lord, 
and the events in his life, have been arranged as 
nearly as possible in the order in which they oc- 
curred. The questions are based on this arrange- 
ment, or harmony. It is thought this method will

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give the soholar and student a clearer idea of Jgsub' 
life and teachings than can otherwise be gained, 
because a connected view of all that Jesus '< began 
both to do and teach" is thus presented. Such 
being the plan of the, book, some few lessons must 
necessarily be similar to certain lessons in other 
books ; but it is believed that the points of similar- 
ity are few, while the book as a whole is unlike any 
other now in use. 

It has also been the design of the author to make 
the book practical ; to induce thoughly study, and 
reflection ; to lead the young to a correct knowledge 
and understanding of the truth as it .is in Jesus. 
The &ithful teacher will not be content to ask the 
questions simply ; he will only make use of the book 
as a guide or assistant in imparting instruction to 
his pupils. In the hope that it may be useful, it is 
submitted to the public as an assistant in our SaV 
bath-schools.
